Away to organize the world 


“HOW OPEN SPACE TECHNOLOGY 
came to be was not a matter of care- 
ful planning and thoughtful design. 
It began out of frustration, almost as 
a joke,” writes Harrison Owen, an 
American organizational consultant, 
ona Web site describing the concept 
he helped developed almost two 
decades ago. 

In 1983 Owen organized an inter- 
national conference. It took more 
thana year of planning and he was 
not pleased with the results of the 
discussion. He says the only produc- 
tive conversation seemed to have 
taken place during the coffee breaks, 
the only part that he didn’t organize. 

A couple years later Harrison 
planned the same conference, but 
decided “to combine the level of 
synergy and excitement present ina 
good coffee break, with the substan- 
tive activity and results characteristic 
of a good meeting.” 

The concept of the open space 
forum was created. It involves a cir- 
cular discussion in which delegates 
«set the themes and break into small- 
er groups to work them out. It 
allows for groups of five to 1000 to 
organize over short periods of time 


and to get a surprising amount 
accomplished. 

Since the mid-80s conferences and 
organizations have used this method 
to resolve conflicts and plan for the 
future. Organizational consultants 
have adopted it for application in 
businesses and government agen- 
cies. 

On Saturday the Parkland 
Institute in Edmonton hosted its 
very first open space forum on the 
subject “How do we want our soci- 
ety organized?” About 40 people 
attended the event ranging in ages 
from mid-twenties to mid-eighties. 

“The participants set the entire 
agenda,” explains Cheri Harris who 
acted as facilitator. “Using this 
methodology, the only issues that 
came out were issues that people felt 
really strongly about. A whole 
bunch of ideas [were written down 
and] put on the wall. A lot of similar 
topics got grouped. There were 30 
ideas on the wall but nine or ten dis- 
cussion groups formed.” 

Some of the topics that emerged 
were how to create a fairer economy, 
how to ensure proportional repre- 
sentation, how to promote critical

Analternate look at the 
province's education funding figures 


LAST WEEK, LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 
Lois Hole delivered an impassioned 
speech calling for the protection of 
public education. In response, a 
Learning Ministry spokesperson 
released what is becoming an oft- 
heard refrain here in the province: 
“Per capita and per student, Alberta 
invests more in education than any- 
where else in the country.” 

If so, how can the province be in 
the midst of an education crisis that 
will see the elimination of close to 
1000 teachers across Alberta? If you 
ask one University of Calgary 
accountant, it’s all in the numbers. 

In February, Dr. Dean Neu, the 
Co-Director of the Centre for Public 
Interest Accounting at U of C’s

Haskayne School of Business 
responded to a press release from 
Alberta Learning that made the 
same claims. Here’s what the 
province said, versus Neu’s analy- 
sis: 

Province: Since 1995-1996 there 
has been a 19 per cent increase in 
per student constant dollar fund- 
ing for K-12 education. 

Neu’s take: “Public documents do 
demonstrate that per student spend- 
ing has increased over this period,” 
says Neu. “But current funding lev- 
els are still well below the funding 
levels of the early 1990s.” According 
to the graph which is based on Stats 
Canada and Alberta Learning data, 
if you compare the $4,200 allotted 


thinking in schools, and what the 
roles of tradition and change should 
be in today’s world. 

People were advised from the 
beginning of the meeting that they 
could (and should) leave if they felt 
the discussion was not productive, 
something open space theorists call 
“The Law of Two Feet.” 

Harris was pleased with the dis- 
cussion that emerged from the 
forum and believes this methodolo- 
gy could be useful in a variety of set- 
tings. She points to a success story 
that she researched from the US that 
influenced her decision to use this 
method. 

In 1992, 225 people gathered for a 
two-day meeting to develop an 
expenditure plan of $1.5 billion US 
designated for highway construction 
on tribal and public lands. About a 
third of the delegates were Native 
Americans, a third were federal 
bureaucrats, and a third were gov- 
ernmental representatives. 

Over the course of the impromptu 
two-day meeting, the group devel- 
oped, and self-managed, an agenda 
built around 52 different task 
groups. It was created in less than 
one hour and 150 pages of proceed- 
ings were recorded in 36 hours. A 
cooperative solution was deter- 
mined and implemented within six 
weeks.

Province: Statistics Canada fig- 
ures show Alberta as the highest 
per capita contributor to education 
funding. 

Neu’s take: “This may be the case, 
but the press release doesn’t men- 
tion that Stats Canada figures also 
reveal that Alberta's overall expen- 
ditures on education as a percentage 
of gross domestic product is the 
lowest in the country,” says Neu. 
Expenditure on education as a pro- 
portion of GDP can be also be seen 
as the relative share of provincial 
wealth invested in education. 


































































Province: The 2000-01 statistics 
compiled by the British Columbia 
government show Alberta's per 
student funding to be the highest 
of all provinces. 

Neu’s take: “Interestingly, the 
Alberta Learning Web site recently 
included the following quote: ‘In 
2000-01 Statistics Canada informa- 
tion ranks Alberta 5th among, 
Canadian provinces on spending 
per student’ Given that both quotes 
are referring to the same time peri- 
od, we can see how different calcu- 
lations can give us different results,” 
he explains. The 2000-2001 year rep- 
resented a one-time upward spike 
in government spending (see graph) 
while Stats Canada took into 
account the bigger picture. 

Province: Alberta Learning pro- 
vided school boards with funding 
increases that were sufficient to 
cover the teachers’ salary increases. 

Neu’s take: “The last point is the 
crucial one since recent salary arbi-

Lunney, a former chiropractor, 
has tabled a private members bil!

The women who protested 
on Parliament Hill blamed big 
drug firms outright for the ban 
on Empowerplus, In their mes- 
sage to the government, they 
asked, “Who is Health Canada 
protecting? Our health? Or the 
health of pharmaceutical com- 

panies that have billions of dol- 
lars at stake in psychotropic drugs?” 

Health Canada says the new legis- 
lation will make natural health prod- 
ucts more accessible and spokesper- 
son Ryan Baker denies that the 
department is influenced by outside 
firms saying, “Health Canada’s first 
priority is to protect the health and 
Safety of Canadians.” 

He says each case is dealt with 
individually and the Empower 
study at the U of C, for example, was 
halted because the department 
determined the clinical trials were 
not being conducted safely. 

Meanwhile, Lunney says it all 
comes down to the suppression of 
choice and, with his Bill C-420 tabled 
at the end of March, intends to keep 
the pressure on Health Canada: 
“This is an important bill for 
Canadians. If we're interested in 
building healthy Canadians, then 
Canadians need freedom to choose 
natural health products.”

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Time to stop demonizing the public sector 


Examples from around the world show that privatizing services is not more efficient than keeping them publi. 


WHEN PUBLIC SERVICES GO WRONG 
everyone notices. In some countries 
it means waiting months for a tele- 
phone.. Often it means waiting too 
long for medical treatment. Usually, 
this is because of underfunding. But 
sometimes it’s because of corruption 
and sometimes because of ineffi- 
ciency-for example, when doctors 
or customs officials expect bribes or 
when the payroll is bloated by polit- 
ical cronies of those in power. 

So when Margaret Thatcher, 
Ronald Reagan and other free-mar- 
ket enthusiasts came along in the 
1980s offering privatization as a 
solution to bureaucratic ineptitude, 
their message fell on open ears. 
They promised to sweep away an 
inefficient public sector and replace 
it with efficient, dynamic, private 
companies. Market forces would be 
cost-effective and responsive in a 
way the public sector could never 
be. 

Now we are all in that world and 
it looks different from the brochure. 
People in Britain wait on privatized 
stations for trains that are late, over- 
crowded and dangerous and people 
in California suffered months of 
blackouts and skyrocketing electrici- 
ty prices while private power com- 
panies made a killing. Do we just 
have to live with two discredited 
systems? Or does the public sector 
offer better prospects of efficient, 
accountable services than we've 
been told? 

Let’s deal with the mythology 
first. 













There have now been dozens of 
studies showing that the private sec- 
tor is not, by definition, more effi- 
cient than the public sector. Some 
have concluded the private sector is 
more efficient and some that the 
public sector is more efficient. But 
most have concluded that there is 
no significant difference. 

An exhaustive comparison of 
public and private electricity com- 
panies worldwide by researcher 


nomic results, especially in sectors 
which are “natural monopolies.” 


IMPROVED RELIABILITY 

Even in the poorest parts of Africa 
and Central America the public sec- 
tor has shown it can deliver services 
efficiently. The water authority in 
Lilongwe, Malawi, reduced leakage 
to 17 per cent in the 1990s—a record 
that compares well with the perfor- 
mance of Thames Water in Britain

Michael Pollitt found that owner- 
ship makes little difference. In fact 
public ownership turned out to be a 
plus in California’s 2001 electricity 
crisis when Los Angeles residents 
escaped without the power cuts or 
price hikes suffered by their fellow 
Californians, LA’s power was gen- 
erated and distributed by a city- 
owned utility. 

The public sector may even be 
better at improving productivity. A 
review of the Thatcher 
Government's privatized industries 
found that most of the improve- 
ments came before privatization, not 
after. The Finnish economist Johan 
Willner recently concluded that 
political control through public 
ownership can lead to better eco-

in 2001. And in 1994 there was a 
successful restructuring of SANAA, 
the state-owned water company in 
Tegucigalpa, Honduras. They dra- 
matically improved efficiency by 
introducing computers, decentraliz- 
ing the company’s work and tight- 
ening up on overstaffing due to cor- 
ruption. Leakage rates fell and the 
reliability of supply improved 
allowing the majority of the city’s 
populations to receive piped water 
24 hours a day. 

In Honduras the trade union at 
the water utility took a central role 
in the restructuring, whereas in the 
private sector the first step towards 
efficiency is usually to cut jobs.

Director of celebrated Canadian feature found his star at the eleventh hour 


FLOWER AND GARNET, THE FIRST 
feature from Vancouver-based direc- 
tor Keith Behrman, has excited a hail 
of critical superlatives that strike an 
odd contrast to the film’s subdued, 
naturalistic feel. Its atmosphere of 
stifled emotion, minimal dialogue 
and evocation of personal isolation 
in relating the story of an increasing- 
ly troubled  eight-year-old’s 
estrangement from his father have 
elicited comparisons to Bergman 
and Bresson. You could also cite 
Truffaut’s The 400 Blows or the 
works of modern Iranian masters 
like Kiarostami and Majidi, which 
have unsentimentally investigated 
the emotionally complex worlds of 
children confronted by harsh reality. 
Young Garnet (Colin Roberts) is 
certainly beset by difficulty from the 
get-go. His mother dies giving birth 
to him and his grief-stricken father, 
Ed (Callum Keith Rennie), doesn’t 
even take the newborn home from 
the hospital. Garnet's older sister 
Flower eventually retrieves the baby, 
but Ed harbours resentment over 


what he’s lost and, eight years later, 
the toll of this emotional neglect is 
starting to manifest itself. Flower 
(Jane McGregor) has served as 
Garnet's surrogate mother, but 
when she moves out after becoming 
pregnant, there’s no buffer between 
father and son: their unease grows to 
the breaking point. 

What's stunning about Flower and 
Garnet is how minimally all these 
complex emotions are communicat- 
ed and how Behrman skillfully 
negotiates the volatile path of his 
story without lapsing into melodra- 
ma or sentiment. The director says 
the toughest part was finding his 
Garnet. 

“I spent two years looking for 
Garnet—I must have seen a thou- 
sand kids—and I found him four 
days before we were set to start 
shooting. 

“Most kids that come in are 
geared towards being kind of cute, 
because most kids in films are cute, 
and I got a lot of those kids.

Dracula: Pages From a Virgin’s Diary Simply 
put, Pages director Guy Maddin makes silent 
movies just like they used to make ‘em back 
when they had no choice. In Dracula Pages 
from a Virgin's Diary, Maddin casts the classic 
good-and-evil tale in morally ambiguous shades 
of black and white. The conventions of melodra- 
ma are in full evidence, but it’s far from obvious 
who the good guys are. Lucy and Mina (played 
by Winnipeg Ballet principal dancers Tara 
Birtwhistle and Cindymarie Small) replace the 
wily old vampire hunter as Protagonist, and we 
come to understand that it's not Dracula that 
terrifies the menfolk so much as the thought of 
powerful women giving expression to their 
desires. Pages is a giddy, tantalizing 76 minutes 
which, it's safe to say, is quite unlike anything 
you've seen before. aa (SL) 


Dumb and Dumberer It’s one thing to treat 
your fictional characters like a couple of dumb 
assholes, but don't do it to your audience. The 
prequel to Dumb and Dumber does just that, 
however, in telling the tale of how Lloyd (Eric 
Christian Olsen, The Hot Chick) befriends Harry 
(newcomer Derek Richardson) back in high 
School. The only thing worth watching in Dumb 
and Dumberer are the bang-on impressions 
Olsen and Richardson do of Jim Carrey and Jeff 
Daniels, respectively. After Tolling around in its 
Own mess for an hour-and-half, Dumb and 
Oumberer finally ends with the screen 
enveloped in black from the reverse of its initial 
vagina iris shot. It's as if the movie somehow 
knows it was meant to be stillborn and must

Finding Nemo Ah, to be a fish. Finding Nemo

So much, in fact, that he can afford to 
spend millions of dollars pursuing his interests, 
which happen to include exploring underwater 
shipwrecks (i.e. the Titanic) with robots And 
being a filmmaker, he can defray the costs by 
making a film about stuff he’s checking out. So 
what's left of the Titanic? Well, a lot of floating 
underwater footage of the wreck and a fair num- 
ber of ghostly semi-transparent boatmen walk- 
!ng around on long-encrusted decks. But it’s 
Cameron's passion and enthusiasm that is the 
real story, and he should have just dumped the 
false modesty and admitted he was the star of 
the show. *%*% (SN) 


How to Lose a Guy in Ten Days It is true that 
some otherwise independent, intelligent, desir- 
able women sabotage their chances with a man 
by scaring them away by being clingy, territorial, 
and overly quick to commit. Rather than 
addressing why this is, the movie seems to be 
going for the Mars and Venus model of wacky 
biological density. In Hollywood romance mode, 
Matthew McConaughey is your typical hen- 
Pecked male; Kate Hudson, who is usually so 
sexy and charming, is reduced to baby talk and 
irritating girly things throughout. They're just

Identity Right from the get-go the new thriller 
from James Mangold (Copland, Heavy) immers- 
es the viewer in a harrowing Stormy night where 
desperate souls find themselves thrown togeth- 
er at a lonely motel in a flood-locked valley, 
where they're gruesomely murdered one by 
one. As the story progresses, the filmmakers 
place some hefty demands on their audience, 
but because they don’t pull a screw-job with 
some outrageous chunk of withheld info, it's not 
too hard to make their leap into some uncon- 
ventional narrative territory. John Cusack and 
Amanda Peet in particular bring out the 
strengths and fears of their characters while 
honing a potentially dangerous edge of secrecy 
and mystery. 1/2 (DA) 


The Italian Job Another room-temperature 
American remake with little personality. Not that 
the original lacks gadgets, car chases, and 
explosions; but it's also got style to burn. Much 
of the attitude of the 1969 British Caper is cour- 
tesy of its star, Michael Caine, who sets the tone 
of a film that never asks to be taken seriously. 
Charlie Croker (Mark Wahlberg) and Stella 
Bridger (Charlize Theron), on the other hand, 
want to be taken very seriously. But of course 
they're sombre—they’re stuck in yet another 
revenge story from a culture obsessed with pay- 
back. The only surprise is how unremarkable 
the ending is, especially considering the first 
version has the greatest “cliffhanger” finale of all 
time. If you want to see some inspiration, do 
yourself a favour and rent the Original. ** (DA) 


It Runs In The Family Judging from the rather 
pedestrian title there wasn't all that much effort 
put into this one. But originality isn’t supposed 
to be the selling point here; no, that would be 
the cross-generational casting of the Douglas 
family. Disappointment number one is that 
Michael plays exactly the same character he 
always does, but Michael aside, it seems the 
older the characters, the more believable their 
Stories. In the end, it's not a particularly good 
movie but it generally avoids tear-jerking 
orchestral swells and terminal illnesses in

The zoom 
is great, fantastic, crazy, and the molasses is 
molasses.

A Mighty Wind When it was announced that 
Christopher Guest and company’s (which 
includes SCTV-alumni Catherine O'Hara and 
Eugene Levy) new film, A Mighty Wind, would 
be aiming its satirical skewers at the folk music 
scene, my mind was dazzled — when you're 
expecting gut-splitting laughter, Guest is your 
man. But there's something missing from the 
film (these cheese-folk groups from the 60s 
reunite for a public broadcasting network's tele- 
vision special to honour their patron) — the 
laughs! No irreverent catalogue of the world's 
various types of nuts, no running jokes that just 
get funnier as the film goes on. Even the songs 
don't contain many satirical jabs, As Fred 
Willard’s character in A Mighty Wind might say, 
“Wha’ happen’?" 1/2 (JF) 


Old School This movie pretty much becomes 
The Will Ferrell Show, which is not a bad thing if 
you want 90 minutes of continuous lowbrow 
laughs and nothing more. There aren't really 
character arcs or much of a plot or a shred of 
logic to be found, just a loosely strung together 
Suocession of one-off jokes designed to fulfill 
the requirements of, and pay homage to, the 
frathouse party flic. Dreamworks has confidence 
in this approach: don't think for a moment they 
haven't realized the untapped potential of

GARY MCGOWAN’S SCHEDULE 
would have most suit-and-tie types 
compulsively popping ulcer pills and 
calling their therapists. Monday, he's 
got his hands full running 
Goldfinger’s all-ages punk show at 
Red’s, just one stop on the Canadian 
tour his promotions company is orga- 
nizing. Tuesday, it’s off to Calgary for 
an all-day meeting to help organize 








his team’s pitch for a new radio sta- 
tion. Then he sleeps for three hours, 
fires off his freelance articles for the 
Edmonton Sun, and returns to the city 
to finish a few business details related 
to the Starlite Room, the downtown 
live music venue he and his partners 
are opening this week. It’s a typical 
schedule for the promoter, whose last 
proper vacation was a bit of camping 
in British Columbia seven years ago. 
It’s Thursday now, and although 
the week is far from over, McGowan 
seems none the worse for wear as he 
pauses for lunch and a cup of coffee. 
If anything, he’s uncannily calm, with 
only a black briefcase glued to his 
side—an incongruous accessory 
given his casual, bohemian exterior— 


to suggest things are afoot. “For me, 
it’s 24-hour days right now,” he says. 
Things aren't likely to slow down 
now that the Starlite is opening. 


GREAT EXPECTATIONS 

More than just a live room, the 
Starlite carries weighty expectations: 
will it be the triumphant reincarna- 
tion of one of downtown's most 
important venues? First as the 
Bronx, then as the Rev, the space has 
inherited a lore that runs thick 
through the city’s bloodline now. 
The cavernous old Citadel building 
on 102 Street became synonymous 
with a vital counterculture and live 
music scene, incubating generations 
of local talent and providing an 
improbable tour stop for pre-success 
fledglings like Nirvana and Green 
Day. But the Rev’s closure in January, 
combined with the loss of affordable 
venues like the Arts Barns, the Polish 
Hall and the Golden Garter has made 
it increasingly difficult to attract fresh 
underground bands, with most acts 
playing the cartoony bowels of Red’s 
in West Edmonton Mall by default. 

“We were getting offers for a lot of 
new and gaing things,” explains 
McGowan, “and the best way to get 
that in and out of Edmonton was to 
make sure acts came earlier in their 
career. But we couldn't do it any- 
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more; it wasn’t economically viable,” 
he says, contrasting occasional victo- 
ries, such as scoring Chicago singer 
Brassy, with missed opportunities, 
like turning down Neko Case and 
taking a loss on the first New 
Pornographers tour. “We thought if 
we had a venue we could expand our 
horizons.” 

The “we” he’s talking about is a 
unique partnership that characterizes 
his highly collaborative business 
style. Consisting of McGowan, long- 
time promotions partner Nhaelan 
McMillan, Harvey Cohen from the 
promoters’ collective the Union, 
Red's booker Zeno Ioannides, FS 
Skateboards’ entrepreneur Alhad 
Deyji and local writer Steve Sandor, 
the sextet covers all the requisite 
bases: experience in talent buying, 


club management, marketing, financ- 
ing, and media relations. McGowan 
possesses the knack for nitty-gritty 
business details—the ones necessary 
for making the commercial real estate 
deals when buying a building, for 
instance. “Buying a house started to 
look like changing socks in the mom- 
ing after doing this,” he says half-jok- 
ingly. 

While the venue's grand opening 
won't occur until sometime this fall, 
acts such as Smog and the Jazz City 
Groove It series are booked into the 
Starlite for the immediate future. 
“We're trying to be the Commodore 
of Edmonton, “says McGowan, refer- 
ring to the famous Vancouver venue, 
“right down to the beautiful maple

floor we found under the existing 
flooring during the renovations.” The 
Starlite will accommodate 500, with a 
separate basement section called the 
Victory Lounge, ei to host the 
intimate 120-person shows that lost 
an appropriately-sized venue when 
the Likwid Lounge relocated to larger 
digs last fall. 


B.A.D. TO THE BONE 

Club ownership might not have 
been in McGowan/’s planned trajecto- 
ry at the outset, but it’s a natural evo- 
lution of his career commitment to 
independent music. Born and raised 
in south side Edmonton, McGowan 
developed an early interest in radio, 
spending three years as program 
director at CJSR while studying histo- 
ry at the U of A. Carving a path across 
the prairies in various programming, 
jobs, he eventually settled into a posi- 
tion as K97’s program director in 
Edmonton.

WHEN IT CAME TO BRANCHING OUT 
from local country kings Old 
Reliable to find an outlet for his own 
songwriting, Shawn Jonasson sub- 
scribed to the “two's company, 
three’s a crowd” philosophy. “With 
Old Reliable, Mark [Davis] and 
Shuyler [Jansen] write the songs and 
they started that band together from 
the ground up eight years ago,” he 
explains. “I enjoy just playing organ 
and guitar in Old Reliable and 
singing harmonies and I just didn’t 
really want to impose. It might 
become kind of crowded with three 
songwriters in the band.” 

Asa result, Jonasson called 
together Jody Johnson on bass and 
Grant Stovel on drums and began 
recording songs under the moniker 
The Swiftys. Recording an album in 
such a way as to live up to their 
name was made significantly more 
difficult, however, by the fact that 
the three members were rarely in 
town at the same time. After a year 
of sporadically laying down tracks, 
Jonasson was relieved to drop off his 
completed self-titled debut CD. 

“Tt was just nice to let it go,” says 
Jonasson. “I’ve learned a lot from 
that experience and I don‘f'want to 
ever take that long [to record] again. 
| just overanalyse everything, and 
then I go back and change parts. Just 
overthinking, you know, can lead to 
overproduction, which is not what 
really that music's about at all. It’s 
more capturing the feeling than the 
production of it.” 

Strongly influenced by the 1970s 
outlaw country legends like Merle 
Haggard, Waylon Jenning and 
Willie Nelson, the songs nonetheless 
have a few different feels to them. 
“It’s got a lot of acoustic sounding 
stuff on it with the stand-up bass 
and acoustic guitar,” Jonasson elabo- 
rates. “Then there are some songs 
with the electric, kind of Johnny 
Cash, guitar rhythm. And it’s gota 
few heavier, rock sounding songs 
that are probably more in the realm 
of someone like Steve Earle. But I 
guess, overall, it’s just a country rock 
album with an old flavour to it.”

Moksha/ Aud Squad: One band with two personalities, or two bands with one line-up? 
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MOKSHA & AUD SQUAD 


ACCORDING TO BASSIST TRAVIS SHORT, 
Moksha and Aud Squad are “just 
two happy bands with the same five 
guys,” but, he'll admits it took a 
while to get there. Short’s explana- 
tion of the births and subsequent 
marriages of the two bands reads 
like the plot of a daytime serial. 

In the interest of brevity, we'll skip 
the long story and go straight to the 
credits: aside from Short, a self-con- 
fessed punk rock kid, there's John 
Calverley, a classically trained vio- 
linist and superior fiddler; classical 
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guitarist Kirk Bishop; tabla and 
Indian percussionist Ojas Joshi; and 
rock/ country drummer Dennis “Big 
D” Boisvert. 

And what music could such a 
kaleidoscope of musicians produce? 

Well, while Moksha’s music is 
pretty categorizable as acoustic, 
Indian flavoured world-beat, Aud 
Squad is a different story altogether. 
An experimental, avant-garde elec- 
tric group, Aud Squad creates songs 
that evolve from band jam sessions 
where each member brings his own 
musical personality into the mix. 
“Everybody comes from a different 
background, so we draw from 
everything. It’s just whatever starts 
happening in a jam, we slowly just 


morph it into a tune,” explains Short. 


“The only plan is to just write what's 
happening at the moment and hope- 
fully it turns out to be a cool tune.” 

After a short nine months togeth- 
er, Moksha and Aud Squad have

recorded a CD, entitled Live. The 
album, however, could be more 
accurately called a double ep with 
Moksha and Aud Squad songs split 
down the middle. “We've got a lot 
more material for each project, it was 
just the least expensive way to get 
something in people's hands to see 
what both projects were about,” 
explains Short. 

Although they’re planning to 
record full-lengths for each project in 
the fall, it’s highly fitting that the 
album space on Live should be 
shared by two projects that could 
very well be viewed as a single band 
with split personalities. Short, on the 
other hand, prefers an alternative 
psychological term: “They're like the 
alter egos of each other, I think.

LED ZEPPELIN 

How the West Was Won 

(Warner)

SURE THEY'VE BEEN PLAYED TO DEATH ON 
classic rock radio, a cliché supreme in their 
own time. But when they were young lions— 
fresh and feisty with bellies full of fire—Led 
Zeppelin roamed far and free from anything 
that resembled a tired trademark. 

Even though it’s only taken 30 years for 
their first proper live document to arrive, 

How The West Was Won, a three-CD set 
culled from two zesty shows in Los Angeles 
during 1972, reveals just how enthralling that 
rock ‘n’ roll genie was when let out of the 
bottle. 

From his lusty blues swagger and atomic 
fireworks, Jimmy Page’s fancy fin- 
gers were the 
prize pos- 
session in 
the winning 
of the 
west—with- 
out question, 
he was the 
fastest and 
most flamboy- 
ant gun in the 
land. While that 
golden god 
Robert Plant, cap- 
tured here full of 
piss and vinegar 
(before pretense 
totally took over), 
shows a remarkable 
display of range, soul 
and control instead of wailing like a banshee 
in heat. Also coming to the fore in full colour 
is Zeppelin's secret weapon: the voluptuous, 
note-for-note precision of John Paul Jones’ 
driving bass lines and John Henry Bonham's 
stunning, rapid-fire drum attack. 

Disc Onevopens with a decent rendition of 
the “Immigrant Song,” making the most out 
the usually dull and aimless tune, serving it 
up as a warm-up for the irresistible 
“Heartbreaker.” Built from Page’s gorgeous, 
sexed-up blues riff, “Heartbreaker” live is like 
a wet dream in white light and Bonham’s 
bombastic forge pushes it further into deliri- 
um. Still dripping, they plunge into the innov- 

-ative erotica of “Black Dog.” Bonham is still 
in full command and Page absolutely blister- 
ing while Plant sounds far more natural and 
relaxed than he does on the studio version. 

Making its debut nine months before 
Houses Of The Holy was out, the scorching 
version of “Over The Hills And Far Away” 

here knocks (if you can imagine) the studio- 

track on its ass. Continuing the roll is the 
















made-for-the-stage “Since I've Been Loving 
You" in which Page tears a sonic hole in the 
sky with his speed-of-light solos. Then off 
into “Stairway to Heaven,” just as potent as 
the version from The Sound Remains The 
Same soundtrack, followed by a three track 
acoustic set featuring Plant, lively ’n’ loose, 
along with rather vigorous interplay by Page 
and Jones. 

Why we need another 25 minutes of 
“Dazed And Confused” is beyond me. 
Fortunately, Disc Two is also graced by the 
jazzy, up-tempo frolic of “What Is And What 
Should Never Be” (rushed because the band 
was anxious to finish the show so they could 
get down to some serious drinking on 
Sunset Strip... so the 
story goes), while 
the ambitious, 
grinding groove of 

“Dancing Days” 
- (also debuted on 
this tour) is 
delivered with 
some extra 
speed and zip. 
Kicking off 
with a 
wrenching 
onslaught of 
“Whole 
Lotta Love” 
(which 
surely 
defined 
the pri- 

- mordial essence of 
heavy metal thunder), Disc Three also 
contains an impressive version of Zep’s 
famous boogie-woogie medley and a terrific, 
down ‘n’ dirty blast of “Rock And Roll.” In 
addition, “The Ocean” makes a sizzling for- 
mative appearance, while the gritty blues of 
“Bring It On Home” explodes unexpectedly— 
reaffirming that they were the masters of 
English blues-rock. 

Audiophiles will goo themselves over the 
depth and clarity of sound quality, in particu- 
lar, Bonham’s crisp drum kit and cymbal 
crashes and the full tonal range of Page's 
guitars. The latter's jazz-noodlings, rockabilly 
twang, stratospheric solos and that big rip- 
roarin’ amplified crunch prove that Zeppelin 
was about the sound as much as it was the 
songs. 

Before the drugs took their toll, before 
black magic fell from grace and the family 
feuds set in, ZOSO and company were fun 
loving, ready and ripe, still plumb full of inno- 
cence. As stated by Jimmy in the CD booklet, 
“this is Led Zeppelin at its best.” There's 
absolutely no doubt about that.

DANCE MUSIC OWES A LOT TO JAZZ 
but, over the past 20 years, dance 
music has given a lot back too. The 
lines have started to blur with jazz 
artists—the likes of Derek Bailey, 
Herbie Hancock and Courtney 
Pine—experimenting with turnta- 
bles and drum machines on stage 
and in their recordings. As 
Edmonton dedicates itself to jazz for 
the next couple of weeks, here are 
five electronic and dance albums 
that any jazz fan MUST have in their 
collection. 


1. Masters At Work + many guests 
NuYorican Soul (1997, GRP/ Blue 
Thumb) 

Roy Ayers, George Benson, Eddie 
Palmieri, Tito Puente... Any jazz col- 
lector from the past 30 years will 
have at least some of these artists in

their collection. After establishing a 
career as legendary house produc- 
ers and remixers, Kenny “Dope” 
Gonzales and “Little” Louis Vega 
(aka Masters At Work) decided to 
create a concept album dedicated to 
the 1970s New sounds that 
inspired them. Ph menal perfor- 
mances are turned in from all of the 
aforementioned arti s well as 
from the smooth-voiced disco divas 
Jocelyn Brown and India. It flows 
effortlessly through the majestic 
groove of “Iam The Black Gold of 


The Sun,” 
the sparse 
funk of 
“Nautilus 
(Mawtilus)” 
and a couple of 
late night Latin 
ballads courtesy 
of Eddie 
Palmieri’s pen. 
By the time the 


“Sweet Tears” and 

“Runaway” hit you 

towards the end of the 

album, you'll think it’s David 
Mancuso at the Loft circa 1973 tap- 
ping you on the shoulder instead of 
your cat. An essential listen on 
Edmontor’s all too rare lazy, hazy 
afternoons and hot summer nights. 


2. Innerzone Orchestra Programmed 
(1999, Astralwerks/ Planet E) 

In 1997, for a performance at the 
UK festival “Tribal Gathering,” 
Detroit techno artist Carl Craig 
decided to add an acoustic element 
to his performance under his 
Innerzone Orchestra pseudonym. 

A logical progression for Craig 
considering how many of his earlier 
works owed their complex struc- 
tures, dedication to groove, and eso- 
teric spaces to the inspiration of 
Miles Davis, Sun Ra and John 

trane. Recruiting Francisco 
Mora, Paul Randolph and Craig 
Taborn (pianist for James Carter's 
quartet), they toured extensively, 
creating a new sound for 
Programmed around a character of 
Craig’s creation, Blakula. Mora and 
Taborn’s performances of two of 
Craig's cla , “At Les” and “Bug 
In The Bassbin,” make the meeting 
of both of Cr. worlds complete 


interest- 
ing are the tracks 
from Motorbass, La 
Funk Mob and Bubbatunes. 
More steeped in hip-hop than their 
rivals at Ninja Tune, Mo Wax 
records rock a party just as easy as 
they make a Sunday night flow. 


4. Mr. Scruff Keep It Unreal (1999, 
Ninja Tune) 

Mining through a hundred years 
of jazz history on your sampler, 
can’t be an easy task. If it were, then 
all of the jazzy downtempo albums 
that come out every week would be 
as memorable as Keep it Unreal. 

Ninja Tune’s interest was drawn to 
Scruff’s wildly eclectic DJ sets com- 
prising jazz, rare groove, spoken 
word and even marching band.

Joshua Redman finds his musical 
vocabulary continually expanding

\T FIRST BLUSH THE DOUBLE BILL- 

ing of Patricia Barber with Joshua Redman 
may appear mismatched: saxophonist 
Redman, son of the legendary Dewey 
Redman, is best known as the leader of an 
acoustic-jazz quartet; singer, songwriter and 
pianist Patricia Barber has explored all kinds 
of sonic territory in search of lyrical inspira- 
tion. But what they have in common 1s the 
desire to express themselves musically in new 
wavs, not being bound by what they have 
done in the past or w hat the audience may 
expect of them. 

‘And, since his last appearance in Edmonton 
at the 2001 Jazz City festival, Redmari has also 
moved into new musical territory. He now 
leads a “power trio,” as he calls it, featuring 
Sam Yahel on Hammond B-3 organ and 
drummer Brian Blade. Once considered the 
soster child for the renaissance in acoustic 
jazz, Redman has definitely moved on, incor- 
porating funky rhythms, electric instrumenta- 
tion and more jazz improvisation into his 
music. His latest disc, Elastic, combines these 
elements along with swing, R&B and sounds 
reminiscent of ’70s fusion jazz. On the phone 
from his home in Berkeley, the always-erudite 
Redman insists his evolution was quite natur- 
al. “I grew up listening to all kinds of music— 
acoustic jazz, classical, rock, Indian music, 
electric jazz and funk. W hen | started working 
as a musician, acoustic music was my base. 
But | knew | would want to try other things 
and I've been doing that all along, even as an 








acoustic player, always working in those 
grooves. In fact, these ideas—sketches of musi- 
cal concepts—have been coming to me for 
over ten years. It wasn’t until mid-2001 that I 
decided to move on from the acoustic quartet 
and do something more groove oriented.” 
Redman notes that the essence of the music 
remains the same. “I've carried over the prin- 
ciples of interactivity, openness, fluidity, free- 
dom... Conversations in music, if you will.” 

But when an artist changes his style, there 
will be those that criticize the move, especially 
in the jazz world, where there is no shortage of 
people who would prefer that things stay the 
same..“There’s what | like to call ‘musical 
taste,’ and then there's ‘artistic ideology,” 
Redman replies. “I have respect for anyone's 
taste in music and if what I’m doing isn’t your 
cup of tea, that's fine. On the other hand, there 
will always be those people who want to hang 
on to the familiar and I don’t believe that ide- 
ology has a place in music. I've never believed 
that proselytizing is a part of the music. The 
tradition of jazz is not a grand old relic of the 
past; it is the living language of jazz as it has 
developed over time. I’ve always been work- 
ing in, and immersed in, the language of jazz.” 

So much for the critics, what about the audi- 
ence? “When people hear this band live they 
enjoy the music, see what we're doing and 
appreciate that. The stylistic range is broad; we 
swing—but in a very focused way.” 

That focus has certainly made itself appar- 
ent on the Elastic recording. Although the 
music works with a broader “sonic pallet,” as 
Redman calls it, there is a feeling that all of the 
music on the recording is connected on a styl- 
istic level. Improvisation rules, but there is the 
sense that it has been made part of the process,

to present honest and creative music with 
challenging grooves and layers of complexity 
and sonic variety. That's one of the main rea

AS DAWN SLOWLY BREAKS ON THE 
24th annual Jazz City festival, some of 
the best local acts are fine-tuning their 
gear and getting ready to go for a 10- 
day journey of musical exploration.

ERIN YAROSH GOT THE IDEA FOR 
her addition to the Works from a trip 
to Australia that didn’t turn out 
exactly like she expected. Before her 
trip all she really knew of Down- 
under was what she had learned 
from the Crocodile Hunter. “You get 
the idea that the place is just these 
people with these strong accents that 
live around the deadliest animals in 
the world,” she says. 

The real diversity of the place 
inspired “Camey says, ‘Guess the 
Country Win a Dolla!” —an installa- 
tion piece that calls into question 
some of our more persistent cultural 
stereotypes. 

Yarosh began the work by collect- 
ing 16 different teapots, each from a 
different country. She then repainted 
each one with images she describes 
as both “humourous and tacky” in 
an attempt to illustrate Western 
ideas that may permeate about the 
teapot's particular country of origin. 

the German pot, for instance, 
she says she, “Took the two biggest 
stereotypes we hold about the coun- 
try, which are Hitler and sausages, 
and brought them together.” 

For China she chose, of course,

food, since most of us Westerners 
associate that country with our 
predilection for takeout. “It’s funny, 
though,” Yarosh points out, “that we 
group Malaysian and most other 
Asian countries under Chinese 
food.” 

Juxtapositions and inconsistencies 
like these are meant to expose the 
often-preposterous contradictions in 
our perceptions of foreign lands. 
Still, she believes it’s important to 
understand that these stereotypes 
come from North America and not 
necessarily the rest of the world—a 
fact which both personalizes the 
experience and implies, perhaps 
justly, the guilt of the exhibit’s view- 
ers.
